- Applicant argues that Koster does not teach "a second MSC for determining a changed service provider of the called terminal based on 
the called terminal information included in the call request signal transmitted from the first MSC". 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner used the combination of Koster and Giuhat to address the limitation of the the 
second MSC for determining a changed service provider of the called terminal based on the called terminal information included in the call 
request signal transmitted from the first MSC. It is obvious from the combination of the two references that MSC's are essential for routing 
calls between base stations and PSTNs and allow mobile users to communicate with one another (Koster; Col.6;1-9). It can be seen that 
calls are directed from an originating network to the donor network (Giuhat). Therefore it is obvious that a first MSC (originating network) 
sends information to the second MSC (donor network). 

- Applicant argues that the combination of references do not teach a second MSC receives a call request transmitted from the first MSC 
and a third MSC, receives that call request transmitted from the second MSC. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Giuhat and Koster teach that an originating network (i.e. first MSC) directs a call request to a 
donor network (i.e. second MSC) (See above arguements) and the combination further teaches transmitting the call request to a third 
MSC in order to provide a method of connecting the called user with the call requestor (Col.6;53-57). 
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
